I am sure, sir, that tho trip across tho 
continent, from the shores of tho Atlantic 
to those of the Pacific, must have led you 
to form a most favorable impression of 
our young hut vigorous Dominion, whoso 
resources are as varied as inexhaustible, 
You must lmvo recognized the fact that 
on the wide and fertile prairies of Mani- 
toba and tho Northwest Territories there 
aro happy homes for tho struggling mil- 
lions of tho old world, in whose behalf 
you have devoted the green clays of your 
life. 

Tho glorious sconery of mountain, lake 
and valley which you observed as the 
iron horse whirled you over that gigantic 
undertaking for so young a nation, tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway, must long live 
in your memory as a pleasant feature of 
your trip to this city. 

Doubtless you have learned of tho il- 
limitable resources of this province, of its 
mining, fishing, lumbering and agricul- 
tural capabilities which aro destined to 
raise British Columbia to tho status of 
0110 of the most important dependencies 
of the British Empire. 

Your brilliant career as a journalist is 
not unknown to our people, who will look 
forward to seeing your facilo pen doing 
justice to this lovely land which we 
proudly call our homo. 

Many of ua are familiar with your par- 
liamentary career in the Imperial House 
of Commons, and tho attitude you have 
taken on behalf of your fellow country- 
men. 

Again trusting that your visit lias been 
ono of pleasure as well as of profit, and 
assuring you of a cordial welcomo should 
you again visit us. ...

THE REPLY. 

Mr. Power, on coming forward to 
respond, was vociferiously received. 
After tho applause had subsided he said: 

Mr. Mayor and Ladies and Gentlemen— 
I thank you very much for the very flat- 
tering and hearty address which the 
Mayor has just read to mo, and 1 can only 
say at tho outset that it supplies an 
additional satisfaction to me that 1 
shall class amongst the many pleasing 
recollections of this interesting land 
of British Columbia. I thank you and I 
thank the many leading citizens of Vic- 
toria who have honored me with visits at 
my hotel. If ho had any doubts 
whatever of the sentiments of a 
public meeting, these doubts would 
have boon dispelled by the audience 
he now saw gathered before him. 
It had all the force of an ideal audience, 
for ho saw age in its wisdom, manhood in 
its strength, and in the facosof the ladies 
he saw youth in its beauty. (Applause.) 
His object in visiting this great Dominion 
was not of a political character. He had 
come to inquire into the capabilities of 
the soil and climate; to learn something 
of the characteristics of its people, and to 
jazo upon the magnificent and unrivalled 
scenery of this fair province. A traveler 
meeting people casually on the steamboat 
or on tho railway car gains but slight 
knowledge of tho community to which the 
individual belongs, and he believed that 
one could never form an adequate concep- 
tion of the character of any people until 
he had seen them at their own fireside, 
(Applause.) No man, however keen his 
perception may bo' or varied his 
imagination can acquire from books the 
knowledge to be gamed from actual per- 
sonal contact and experience, and as long 
as wo remain members of the same empire, 
which ho trusted would be ar, long as the 
sun marched in its course in the heavens 
above (applause), we could not but feel a 
reciprocal interest in tho political strug- 
gles and aspirations of ono another. The 
imperial parliament is responsible for tho 
government of every portion of tho empire, 
which includes within its limits three 
hundred millions of souls. It includes tho 
colonies scattered in many seas and tho 
mighty population of India. Tho Domin- 
ion of Canada, like the neighboring com- 
munity of tho United States, had solved one 
of the most difficult problems of modern 
statesmanship, for it has known how 
to reconcile local independence with 
national unity. It was exactly five years 
since it was his duty to bring under tho 
notice of the Imperial government tho 
condition of several counties in tho west 
and southwest of Ireland, where u popula- 
tion of some three hundred thousand per- 
sons wore crowded together on small 
patches of land from which it was impos- 
sible for them to wring even a bare sub- 
sistence. Ho had proposed that, with a 
view to relieve this congestion an alterna- 
tive scheme of migration and emigration. 
Migration to certain unoccupied lauds in 
Ireland, and emigration to the fertile 
plains of tho Northwest. Tho ex- 
igencies of party politics prevent- 
ed tho acceptance of tho proposal, 
but in the interval which has since 
elapsed, fully a quarter of a million of 
people have quitted the shores of Ireland 
never, perhaps, to return to it again. 
What he particularly deplored was that 
they had sunk down in the purlieus of 
oastern cities instead of taking possession 
ol thu still unoccupied land of thu west. 
Depend upon it those who have posses- 
sion of tho soil aro tho per- 
manent masters of thu country, and 
those who oaino lirst to tields that 
WOl'0 now, would bo tho loaders and mas- 
ters of the countless thousands that are 
co follow (applause). While passing 
through Manitoba and thu Northwest, ho 
had been struck with tho fact that up to 



tho present Canada had not attracted a 
population at all in keeping with its cap- 
abilities and apparently inexhaustible re- 
sources. Referring to British Columbia, 
tho speakor said that in it was comprised 
a wealth of minerals, tish and timber, 
which, when properly developed, would 
bo the means of attracting popula- 
tion and inducing prosperity. The 
grand and lovely scenery of mountain, 
stream and woodland had been the theme 
of many pons, and he trusted would still 
continue to bo until thu wholo world was 
informed of tho picturesque beauty con- 
tained within its borders. Referring to 
the address presented, Mr. Power thanked 
tho chairman for its many kindly expres- 
sions, and noting particularly that clause 
which referred to his labors in 
the cause of his fellow-countrymen, 
During tho eleven years that he had the 
honor of representing a constituency in 
the Imporial parliament, he had endeav- 
ored to look at every public question not 
only from his own point of view but from 
that of those who might be opposed to 
him. He olairued that his methods wore 
constitutional and legitimate. It was not 
enough that tho objects of a politician 
should bo honest, but it was necessary 
that the means which lie employed to at- 
tain them should be equally above re- 
proach or suspicion (applause), and in the 
history of every political party with 
which ho was acquainted it had 
often been of more importance 
to resist bad methods than to promote 
good objects. We wero all victims of 
prejudice— tho prejudice of race, the pre- 
judice of religion, thu prejudice of party, 
the prejudice of education and the pro 
judice arising from personal associations. 
A man had to be on his guard against all 
these who desired to form a correct judg- 
ment of public affairs, which affect men 
of all creeds and parties and races and 
religions (applause). He did not believe 
that any solution of the Irish question 
was practicable or desirable which 
did not recognize tho imperative neces- 
sity of Imperial unity (hear, hear), but 
subjeet to that supremo consideration Ire- 
land ought to have the right which pre- 
vails in every province of your Dominion 
ight to manage its own domestic 
affairs. But they must bo careful not to 
doprivo Ireland of representation in tho 
Imperial parliament. At a time when 
colonies remotely separated from the 
centre of empire were asking for represen- 
tation it Boomed iv retrogressive policy to 
destroy tho Imperial representation of 
any portion of the United Kingdom. If 
they excluded Ireland from Westminster, 
ho could not see how Westminster could 
retain any moral authority over those 
who aro excluded.- He was a believer in 
the nationality of Ireland, but he was 
also a believer in the greater nationality 
of the United Kingdom, (applause) and 
he bolioved equally in tho unity of our 
common empire at homo and abroad. 
(Great applause.) It will bo admitted 
that historically the policy of England 
towards Ireland was one which was fol- 
lowed through many generations by the 
most disastrous consequences. What, 
for example, could bo more insane than 
the attempt to niako ono man worship 
God according to the dictates of another 
man's conscience? (Hear, hear.) Yet 
for n period extending over , near- 
ly the whole of one contury 
that was tho highest fruit of British 
ifcatcsujanohip government; of Ire- 
land. Tho nation was divided iiito two 
classes— the privilegod few wero elevated 
to the top, and tho masses wero placed at 
tho bottom. To the privileged few was 
handed over the ontiro property of tl 
country and they were surrounded with 
evory attribute of authority and political 
power. Their churches wore endowed 
and their schools enriched, whilst on thu 
other hand the masses were prohibited by 
an atrocious penal code from any recourse 
to the means of either education or wor- 
ship. This policy failed, as ' it 
deserved to fail, and it was 
succeeded by u policy scarcely less mis- 
chievous, which he might charac- 
terize as the policy of indifference and 
neglect. When he entered parliament in 
1874 one of its prominent members was a 
gentleman who had undertaken the task 
of directing the government of Ireland, 
and who, perhaps, might have attained to 
some usefulness in his own country if ho 
hud not boon killed by a stinging epithet 
of Mr. Disraeli, who, on a memorable oc- 
casion, described him as a "superior per- 
son " (laughter). He was not considered 
to be qualified for any English office and 
so they despatched him to Ireland to lill 
the office of chief secretary in that country. 
Tho late Lord Carlisle was thon Irish 
viceroy, and tho lato Sir Thomas Larconi 
was under secretary. Tho chief secretary 
writing to a friend in England gave in one 
short sentence a good idea of hoiv tho 
government of 1 reland was thon carried 
on. "Carlyle," ho wrote, "does tho 
dancing, I do tho hunting, and Larcom 
does tho work." (Laughter.) He would 
mention also that tho gentleman was 
riding to hounds on one occasion in that 
part of Ireland to which ho (Mr. Power) 
belonged, when, in trying to get his 
horse over a ditch, ho managed to got 
himsolf and his horse into tho bottom of 
it. Ojio of tho Galway blazers asked a 
friend " Where is the chief secretary '/" 
and tho friend promptly replied "Oh, 
ho is sutdying the land question." 
"Yea," said the other, "and he is evident- 
ly in favor of fixity of tenure." (Groat 
laughter.) He recalled this anecdote be- 
cause ho really bolioved that this was the 
only downright attempt which that right 
lion, gentleman made to master tho 
mysteries of the Irish question during tho 
whole terra of his administration in Iro- 
land. (Laughter.) Tho speaker hero re- 
ferred to tho enormous amount of work 
that devolved upon the Imperial parlia- 
ment in legislating for the local as well as 
tho national affairs of Groat Britain and 
Ireland, togethor with tho affairs 
of tho colonies and the relations 
of the empire with foreign states, 
into which they frequently came 
in contact in every quarter of tho globe. 
It became a physical necessity to relievo 
pailiamont of the obstruction and embar- 
rassment arising from die attempt to deal 
with such a multitude of affairs by one 
legislative assembly. They must decent- 
ralize so as to make the measure of self- 
government extended to Ireland equally 
applicable to Scotland and Wales, and 
even to England herself in tho manage- 
ment of purely English affairs. Tho true 
solution of their difficulties at I ho other 
side was to be found in somo arrangement 
based on the federal system under 
which they could securu local self- 
government, national freedom and 
imporial unify (applause). After again 
thanking his worship for his kindness, 
tho audience for their patient hearing and 
referring to tho pleasure with which ho 
would always recall his visit to Victoria, 
Mr, Powor retired amid a perfect storm 
of cheering. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, in tho courso of a 
few appropriate remarks, moved a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Power, referring 
to tho fact that it would be 
of mutual advantage if England's otabos- 
men would take a loaf out of Mr. Power's 
book and personally visit tho colonies they 
s mght to govern. 
Mr. James Murray ably seconded the 



motion, which was unanimously and 
vociferously approved of. 

Mr. Power gracefully acknowledged tho 
vote, and moved that the thanks of the 
mooting bo tendered tho mayor. This 
was seconded by Mr. T. Burncs, and 
unanimously adopted. 

The mooting then dispersed after giving 
three cheors and a " tigor " for Mr. 
O'Connor Power.

The New York World having published 
a special dispatch from Winnipeg, stating 
that tho C. P. R. had made an agreoinent 
with the Beatty line of steamers not to 
carry rails for the Red River road, Geo. 
Olds, traffic manager of the C. P. R., was 
seen to-day and said there was not tho 
slightest truth in the statement. From 
the 0. P. R. coiiapiring with the Beatty 
line of steamers to prevent transportation 
rails, the railway company made an offer 
to Attorney-General Martin through Kerr 
to carry the rails at a lower rate than that 
offered by any other line, which was ro- 
fused because the government preferred 
to let tho Allon line have tho business, 
The C. P. R. has no desire to prevent tho 
building of the Rod River road; but 
recognise the fact that the road has to be 
built, and they have accepted tho situa* 
tion. It is not their desire to placo any 
obstacle in tho way. They desire peace 
and the alleged difficulty with the Mani- 
toba government is equally unfounded.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



No Changes Probable in the Trade and Com- 
merce Dojiartmeiit — Dewdney'i Appoint- 
nent Not Confirmed — The blent. Gover- 
nors to Be Appointed In July- 

[From our Own Correspondent.] 
Ottawa, May 27.— It is quite improb- 
able that tho act relating to tho depart- 
ment of trade and commerce will be 
brought into effect whilo Bowell and 
Costigan retain their present oliicos. It 
is understood Sir John is unwilling to lose 
tho Boryicoa of either gentlemen in thuir 
present positions. There is no immediate 
prospect of tho minister of railways re- 
tiring from active work, reports to the 
contrary aro totally foundationless. 

Tho announcement that Dowdney's ap- 
pointment to minister of tho interior are 
premature, but no doubt considerable 
pressure has been brought to bear on tho 
government from tho northwest to solect 
him for tho post. 

Tho appointment of the lieutenant-gov- 
enors of Manitoba, the northwest terri- 
tories and Nova Scotia will not be made 
till July. 

THE NEWCASTLE STRIKE. 

Further Trouble Anticipated at the Mines. 

Skattlk, May 27. — While tho expecta- 
tion horo is that the trouble at tho New- 
castle mine will be sottlod amicably to- 
morrow, yot some people aro inclined to 
expect further trouble. Of ono thing 
there is no doubt, and that is that tlio 
Orogoii Improvement Company will at- 
tempt to operate tho mine to-morrow 
with now men, or such of the old mon as 
may desiro to work. Then, if any inter- 
ference is attempted by the Knights of 
Labor it will be met promptly and work- 
men will be protected. Tho feeling is 
pretty strong among somo of tho militia 
mon that if tho dispute is not sett lud|amic- 
ably, the militia will finally be callod out. 
Of courso such a contingency is doplored 
on all hands. 
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Mil. O'CONNOR POWER'S ADDRESS 



Mr. O'Connor Powor lias reitaon to fool 
proud of tho flattering reception which ho 
received last evening at Tho Victoria. 
Tho gathering was it highly representative 
ono, including all classes and creeds in 
tho community, and if one wore to judge 
by the enthusiasm which tho speaker's 
remarks evoked his utterances wont home 
to the hearts of all who heard them. In 
reply to the address presented by His 
Worship Mayor Grant, Mr. Power dwelt 
on the fertility of tho prairies uf Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories, on the 
beauties of tho mountain scenery of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and the glorious views which 
had met his delighted eyes in and around 
Victoria. His remarks were, however, 
chiefly devoted to the Irish question, and wo 
du not know that wo have over hoard that 
diiliculti subject treated in a more impartial, 
more succinctly able, and moro eloquent 
manner than by the gentleman who dealt 
with it last evening. Commencing by an 
nouncing himself as an advocate of the 
Imperial connection, nay more as a be- 
liever in Imperial Federation, ho went on 
to discuss the various policies which had 
boon resorted to in Ireland by the govern 
incut, that of oppression, that of neglect, 
and the unsatisfactory conditions which 
existed at present. Ho believed in Eng- 
land, Ireland and Wales having control of 
their own local all'airs, but was distinctly 
opposed to any scheme which had for its 
object tho withdrawal of Irish representa- 
tion from Westminster. He felt that the 
Cabinet was quite unequal to cope 
with Foreign and Colonial affairs 
as well as tho countless important 
questions which were daily coming under 
its purview in England, Scotland and 
"Wales. Tho task was too great a one for 
a body of men so constituted, and even 
from this material point of view ho be- 
lieved that the work of parliament would 
be greatly facilitated by the adoption of 
1 1 nine Rule for tho three countries. But 
it was as a national measure that tho prin- 
ciple of Home Rule for Ireland had lifo, 
and was engrossing so much of public at- 
tention, and in that aspect it was boing 
fought for by Irishmen everywhere. 
When tho government (earned to 
pursue a wise policy in its 
dealings with Ireland by granting 
the utmost possible limit of local self- 
government, still retaining connection 
with Britain, as at present, through the 
House of Commons and tho Houso of 
I,. ucls a solution of this burning question 
would be possible. By reference to the 
C institution of the German Fatherland, 
e ich principality having been allowed 
to retain its own individual authority, 
he showed that the wise policy 
then inaugurated had built up tho groat 
German Ifiinpire. He instanced Canada 
tno, as a case in point. Here each pro- 
vince regulated its own internal affairs, 
sending its representatives to tho Fedoral 
capital to deal with matters concerning 
tho Dominion at large. Those were tho 
lines upon which ho looked for a peaceful 
and satisfactory settlement of this ques- 
tion. Cive Ireland control of her own 
all'airs by properly constituted elective 
bodies, and lot her retain her present 
representation in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, and the difficulty is solved. As 
Mr. Power readied the conclusion of this 
portion of his address ha was applauded 
i ;aill and again and was entirely en iviyi- 
wiri with his audience. Considerations of

RANK AND FILE STATISTICS. 

The preliminary return of the British 
Army for 1887 has just been issued. 
From this, wo find thut the avorage 
strength of the army last year was 209,- 
574. Wo began on January 1st with 
208,357, mid the numbers bad increased 
by December 1st to 211,051. There was 
also a considerable addition in tho com- 
missioned tanks, which stood on January 
1st at 7,104, and by December 1st had 
boon raised to 7,305. There were on the 
home establishment 100.707, and abroad 
102,807. England and the Channel Is- 
lands were garrisoned by 75,423, Scot- 
land by 3,812, and Ireland by 28,035 on 
January 1st of this year, Egypt by 4,758, 
tho Colonies by 25,848, and India, in- 
cluding tho Burinah Field Forco, by 
72,345. A satisfactory feature of the re- 
turn is that wo had oil January 1st a total 
of 059 men over and above our establish 
ment, of which number 153 were cavalry, 
154 royal horse artillery, 301 infantry, 
and 221 commissariat and transport. The 
only deficiencies were — Household cav- 
alry, 4; colonial corps, 330; and ordin- 
ance staff corps, 7. F rum the table of 
tho average strength of tho army during 
oach year from 1808 to J887, it appears 
that the return for the year 1887 shows a 
bettor result than in any previous period. 
In 1870, wo had 180,444 men; the numbers 
had risen to 1 18,064 in 1885, to 208,805 
in 1880, and i i 209,574 hist year. The 
enlistments last year were 31,225, — 29,- 
082 for short service, and 1,543 for long 
service; 2,001 rejoined from desertion, 
including 024 who received the Queen's 
pardon on tho occasion of the Jubilee; 
29 from tho Army Reserve; and 1,112 
from "other causes," though no informa- 
tion is afforded as to what these "other 
causes" were. There were 1,946 deaths, 
11,905 discharges, and 5,335 desertions, - 
a formidable item, which steps might 
surely be taken in some way to lessen. 
The transfers to the Army Reserve were 
12,701, — on completion of service, 3,300; 
7,205 on conversion of service; relegated,

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

M. P. Germain has carried out somu 
experiments upon tlio French railway! 
with a view to determining the possibility 
of communicating with a train in motion 
by moans of a telephone, using tlio two 
rails as conductors, His experiments are 
said to have met with a considerable de- 
gree of success. 

Mr. Eugene ELamel, tho distinguished 
French-Canadian artist, has presented two 
magnificent paintings to the members of 
the Quobec Assembly, to bo placed oppo- 
site the Speaker's chair. The one is a 
representation of Christopher Columbus 
: ;;liiting his adventures in tho New World 
to the delighted Queen of Spain, and tho 
other is the arrival of Jacques Cartier at 
Hocbelaga. Mr. Hamel is now at work 
painting a splendid lifo-size picture of the 
Premier of Quebec. 

The Queen's Birthday was made the 
occasion of throwing open to the public 
Queen Victoria Niagara Fulls Park, a 
twin sister to the State reservation on the 
American side, both of which are dest ined 
for the preservation of the great cataract. 
The Canadian park contains J 18 acres and 
is 2i miles long. Its eo.it to date is 
§395,000. Tlx wolf no formal cere- 
monies attending the op., ling, but it is 
proposed Lo celebrate tho event in a fitting 
manner on Dominion Day. 

Mr. NoRDBNFELT has an electric tor- 
pedo boat of an entirely novel character 
constructing at Messrs. Shuttleworth'a 
works at Erith. The greatest secrecy is 
maintained as to the details of the vessel, 
but it is understood that the torpedoes 
discharged from it will penetrate any tor- 
pedo not yet invented. This rew vessel 
should not be confounded with tho so- 
called "Nordonfelt submarine torpedo 
boat," with which it is intended to co- 
operate. 

JlfST before the prorogation on tho vote 
for Indian industrial schools in British 
Columbia some discussion ensued as to 
tho conduct of Mr. Duncan and tho band 
of Indians he had in charge.

Tho American customs agent is an en- 
terprising individual. He is not content 
with hauling over the effects of passengers 
on the steamer or on their being landed at 
Port JTownsend, but has lately commenced 
the practice of bluffing passengers on Tur- 
ner, Beeton & Co.'s wharf into allowing 
their baggago to be overhauled before it 
goes on board the steamer. A case in 
point occurred the other evening, when a 
man's baggage was overhauled and a 
couple of pounds of opium discovered 
among it. This the aforesaid enterprising 
customs officer took on board the steamor, 
intending thereby to confiscate it. The 
passenger secured advice on the point, 
and the opium was restored to its owner. 
This exhibition of cheek on tho part of 
the American officer should not be tolerat- 
ed, and should a case of tho kind occur 
again, the only way to treat tho offender 
is to have him arrested on a charge of 
theft. American officers have no more 
right to examine baggage until the steamer 
is without the three-mile limit than a 
wharf-rat, and the quicker tlioy know it 
the better. A similar case occurred at the 
San Francisco wharf last year and the 
officer stood a chance of being imprisoned.
